doom, and will send many more—but 
there's something- to be dreaded worse."

often. I saw one on my first voyage as 
cabin boy, and it wasn't over four v- ceks 
ag-o that one came mighty near doing 
the business for this old hark. Man 
and boy, I've followed the sea for oxei 
40 years, and the peril most lo be ieared 
is the one you are almost helpless to 
guard against. You want to hear .some 
stories? After I've told the mate about 
getting- up that new topsail I'll tfiiin jou 
a few." 


Ten minutes later we were ready, and

"Everbody knows That a waterspout 


j& formed by a xvhirlxx ind passing along 
the surface of the water. On land it 
would suck up dust and grass and pa- 
per, and perhaps rip the roof oft' a house 
or barn.

BIRDS BUILD HOUSES. 


And Then Tlicy DeeorRte Tliein In a 


Roally Artistic Manner. 


There has just been discovered by a 


government ornithologist a tribe of 
birds in the island of New Guinea v> hich 
show themselves excellent architects 
by building each for himself a little 
bouse on the ground. 


Of course, the house that the bird 


•builds is not an elaborate pile of brown- 
stone or ev en bricks. It is made merely 
of tvv igs and pebbles, kept together by 
the interweaving of the tall, dried grass 
peculiar to the wild fields of New 
Uuinea. 
But it answers its purpose 


just as well in keeping off the rain and 
tun, and no wind can knock clown the 
house, owing to the ingenious manner 
in which the bird selects a site. 


The birds have received the temporary 


name of garden birds, owing to the 
fact that they fence- in a little plot 
around their houses, for no other ap- 
parent reason than to let other birds 
know that the inclosed plot is private 
property. 


When the male garden bird takes a 


mate he selects some, level spot in the 
fields where he finds a tree not Miore 
•than two inches in thickness at, the 
base. With this tree as a center post 
the bird builds his house of twigs, 
leaves, pelibles and grass, and when 
finished it is. a cunningly wrought man- 
iion, blMied like a bell, and with two 
Tories. 
In the upper story several 


small openings aie left to act as win- 
dow s and the ground floor has one large 
opi-niVp v.hich serves for entrance as 
well as lo let in the light. 


When ihe house is finished the bird 


ereu- a circular fence, two inches in 
liei.'ht. around the house, and thus in- 
elo-e.s a plot three feet distant from it 
at evcrv point.
